Got it. Thanks Lara. 

I just spoke with Steve. He seems to be clear on "our plan." He has told me that 
when he responds to the Flute Player calls from Super Block guards, that he has 
been able to get the guy to move along. Steve told me that he has been quite 
successful at that. He also said that he has not been called recently. 

"Our Plan" is as follows, as I understand it: 

1 - Super Block guards will call Steve Rhodes when the Flute Player shows up and 
they are unable to deal with him. They should try to engage the guy as a matter 
of first response before calling Steve. 

2 - When called, Steve will respond and address the issue. 

3 - If that does not solve the problem, then the WTC BID will retain Critical Path 
Solutions as a stronger intervention. This firm will not be retained until the need 
for their services is demonstrated. 

Does this work for you? We meet with our LAPD SLO or talk on the telephone on 
a regular basis. I don't think there is a need for an additional meeting but we 
can set that up if you like.
